Our attention is drawn to a large advertisement placed 
in the July 13 issue of the Wall Street Journal. It is signed 
by Jerry Wurf, President of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employees. 
Mr. Wurf opposes the projected new American bom­ 
ber, the B-l. He itemizes what the cost of a single B-l 
could do for public education in Cincinnati, for libraries 
in the District of Columbia, for fire protection for Los 
Angeles, for the city budget of Atlanta.

You also get 
Secret Servicemen and a staff of 
office workers, in case the 
President asks you to write him 
a letter. 
The Vice President can use 
Air Force One when the 
President isn’t flying anywhere, 
and he can also sail down the 
Potomac on the yacht Sequoia 
when the President’s children 
aren’t using it. 
But this isn’t all. If no one on

When the President goes out 
of the country you can sneak into 
his Oval Office and sit in his 
chair. And if no one is looking, 
you can even talk to Moscow on 
the President’s hot line. 
The Vice Presidency is the 
second highest office in the land. 
For this reason people you have 
never heard of are constantly 
trying to get into your good 
graces. Some of them will offer 
free groceries, others will offer 
you cash. You don’t have to take 
either. But if you do and you’re 
caught, all is not lost. You can 
always make a deal with the 
attorney general to plead “ no 
contest,” which he will happily 
accept so not to bring scandial on 
the country.

A TRIBUTE TO 
THE MARTYRS

There has rarely passed a life 
of which a judicious and faithful 
narrative 
would

useful.—Samuel Johnson. 
Several months ago we wrote 
a column about the brutal 
murder of Joe Hooper of Lake 
Charles, La. who was gunned 
down while filling out em­ 
ployment papers for a con­ 
struction job he had been offered 
at Jupiter Chemical Company. 
The assailants, now on trial, 
were identified as members and 
officials of certain AFL-CIO 
building trades unions of certain 
AFL-CIO building trades unions, 
who were unhappy because 
another union, 
Local 102, 
American Federation of Unions, 
had been signed on to do the 
work. 
We suggested at that time that 
men of conscience in Louisiana 
could best avenge the Hooper 
murder by passing a Right to 
Work law. Such a law, we noted, 
would make union membership 
voluntary. It would also serve 
notice to bullying union bosses 
that they would have to earn the 
fidelity of union members in the 
future, rather than relying on 
strong-arm tactics. 
That was several months ago. 
In the meantime, the Hooper 
murder launched a Right to 
Work crusade, the likes of which 
we have never seen. The House 
of Representatives passed a 
Right to Work proposal on June 
8 by a vote of 59-46. The state 
Senate followed suit a month 
later, 25-14. And on July 9, 
Governor 
Edwin 
Edwards 
signed Right to Work into law 
making Louisiana the 20th state 
to outlaw compulsory unionism. 
Unfortunately, for every 
beginning there is an end. And 
the Louisiana Right to Work 
campaign 
ended 
as 
it 


began—with a brutal and sen­ 
seless murder. 
The victim this time was not a 
construction worker, 
but a 
worker for the cause—former 
newspaperman Jim Leslie, the 
public relations counsel for the 
Louisiana 
Eight 
to Work 
Committee. 
Leslie, 38, was shot in the back 
in the parking lot of his Baton 
Route motel, after a victory 
party celebrating Senate ap­ 
proval of the bill. According to 
news reports, the assailant was 
waiting for Leslie when he got 
out of his car, and gunned him 
down from behind with a 
shotgun. The police said it 
looked like the work of a 
professional hitman. 
Leslie was president of a 
Shreveport public relations firm 
and had handled media relations 
and advertising for the suc­ 
cessful Right to Work campaign. 
Parts of Leslie’s advertising 
campaign promoting the Right 
to Work law recounted acts of 
union-related violence and 
terrorism, including the brutal 
murder of Joe Hooper. 
There is so much more we 
could say. But none of it would 
seem appropriate. Nothing will 
bring back Joe Hooper and Jim 
Leslie. 
Their stand for the Right to 
Work, each in his own way, was 
the last act of their too-short 
lives.

The Redwoods 
The 
fate of the Redwoods 
National Park is now up to 
Congress — and to no one else, 
only 
the 
lawmakers 
in 
Washington can protect the tall 
trees from erosion, flooding and 
the other perils that are a direct 
result 
of 
clear-cutting 
the 
forested hillsides above 
and 
beyond the park boundaries. 
The Sierra Club had hoped to 
force the Department of the 
Interior to take the necessary 
actiona and a lower court judge 
had ruled to that effect. That 
early decision has now been 
overruled in U.S. District Court. 
That opinion states that Interior 
had done all it can do and that no 
more funds are available to buy 
the land to round out the 
watersheds to save the trees. 
Congress is now the last 
resort. 
Unless Washington 
moves quickly to stop the 
destruction the nation will never 
have a redwood preserve worthy 
of the name. Far too much 
public money and effort have 
already gone into this project 
tow rite it off now. 
For almost 100 years con­ 
servationists have been striving 
to create a Redwood National 
Park that would protect a few of 
the tall trees that once thrived 
on 2,000,000 acres, strtching in a 
long, narrow stip along the 
western rim of California. 
The 
existing 
Redwood 
National Park was established 
by Congress On Oct. 2, 1968. 
Admittedly the boundaries were 
aa compriomise, but it was 
believed better to settle on 
something and then attempt to 
work out the flaws than to 
continue 
the 
argument 
in­ 
definitely with no final action. 
The problem 
is that the 
boundaries have never been 
readjusted to take in complete 
watersheds, 
unless Congress 
acts quicly to stop the flooding 
and erosion that are being 
caused by timeber harvesting on 
private property beyond the 


park, tens of millions of dollars 
will have been invested in this 
protect and the nation still will 
not have a viable Redwood 
National Park.

Democrats Favored Ford as VP

WASHINGTON - Now that 
President Ford appears to have 
the R epublican nom ination 
safely tied up, Democrats are 
clearing their throats for the 
campaign oratory to come. They 
intend to portray him as a 
lackadaisical leader and to con­ 
dem n him for pard o n in g 
Richard Nixon. 
Yet the truth is that the Demo­ 
crats had a lot to do with 
catapulting Ford into the White 
House and encouraging him to 
pardon Nixon. We have the evi­ 
dence. 
After Spiro Agnew was forced 
out as vice president, Nixon 
wanted to appoint John Conn ally 
in his place. But the Democratic 
leaders in Congress made it 
clear that Connally couldn’t get 
confirmed. Then Nixon began to 
weigh other prospects -- William 
Rogers, Melvin Laird, Nelson 
Rockefeller, William Scranton 
and even Ranald REagan. 
But it was Gerald Ford, the 
favorite in the cloakrooms of 
Congress, who got the appoint­ 
ment. Afterward, Speaker Carl 
Albert boasted: UI think I was the 
first in Congress to tell the Presi­ 
dent that Jerry would be the 
easiest candidate to sell to the 
House. He’s a very fine man to 
work with.” 
As the first appointed vice 


president in history, Ford was 
put through the wringer. His en­ 
tire life was investigated by the 
FBI. Agents conducted more 
than 1,000 interviews. Among 
those questioned were such 
staunch Democrats as Senators 
Hubert Humphrey, D.-Minn., 
George McGovern, D.-S.D., Ed­ 
mund Muskie, D.-Me., Henry 
Jackson, D.-Wash., Phil Hart, D.- 
Mich. and James Eastland, D.- 
Miss. 
In these background FBI in­ 
terviews, they expressed strong 
support for Ford’s nomination. 
“Ford is a man of excellent 
character, possesses unques­ 
tionable integrity, trustworthi­ 
ness and patriotism,” McGovern 
told the FBI on Oct. 17, 1973. 
Humphrey said he had known 
Ford since 1949 and considered 
him to be honest and capable. 
Muskie said he didn’t know 
“anything of an adverse nature” 
about Ford. “He has bipartisan 
support in every respect," the 
senator from Maine informed 
the FBI. 
Seantors Jackson, Hart and 
Eastland had equally nice things 
to tell the FBI about Ford. Even 
auto worker’s boss Leonard 
Woodcock, now one of the 
powers behind Jimmy Carter, 
assured the FBI that Ford “has 
the capacity to bring a torn 


country together.” 


W hat th ese D em o cratic 
leaders told the FBI in 1973 isn’t 
what they plan to say about Ford 
in the 1976 campaign They in­ 
tend to make a campaign issue, 
for example, of the Nixon par­ 
don. 
Yet two years ago, some lead­ 
ing Democrats had the same 
views as Ford about punishing 
the fallen Nixon. Rep. Robert 
McClory, R.-I11., a key member 
of the House Impeachment Com­ 
mittee, recorded what these 
Democrats told him. 
On August 7, 1974, just two 
days before Nixon quit, House 
Ju d iciary C hairm an P eter 
Rodino, D.-NJ., is quoted in Mc- 
Clory’s diary as saying “that he 
did not have any desire to 
prosecute the President beyond 
the time of removal from office 
or resignation and that he was 
not interested in any criminal 
prosecution.” 
The same view, according to 
McClory’s diary, was expressed 
by Rep. Don Edwards, D.-Calif. 
“Both he and Rodino indicated 
that they wanted to communi­ 
cate this to ‘my guys’ (the Repub­ 
lican leadership), which I did 
this morning," wrote McClory. 
Speaker Albert also told Mc­ 
Clory that “resignation was suffi­ 
cient penalty and that he would 
a vise against any subsequent

pledging to help block any 
prosecution of Nixon. Edwards 
said he didn’t recall the specific 
conversation but acknowledged 
“there was an attitude” to let 
Nixon off after the resignation.

VIENNA - Democracy has 
one great strength and many 
weaknesses.

bersome process. 


At this exchange of views, no 
more would have to be ac­ 
complished than to agree on the 
ideas which should be pursued 
first and in what way we chould 
go about it. 
This is certainly not a very 
sensational 
idea 
since 
the 
dominant political ideas are not 
those whhich. fascinate us 
because of the brilliance but 
those conveyed by our feelings: 
why not try it once? 
And what should we talk 
about? 
Simply 
about 
the 
question of what we each are 
expecting from the conference 
in Belgrade which is in turn a 
continuation and extension of 
Helsinki. And there we are faced 
with some very serious, highly 
concrete questions such as the 
supply of energy for Europe. 
While Western Europe prac­

The Rhine-Main-Danube 
Canal, the so-called “ Europe 
Canal,” a waterway from the 
North Sea to the Black Sea. 
Or a third problem: a policy of 
detente for Europe must entail 
concrete steps or it will not be 
worthy of its name, and these 
steps have to begin right away. 
The French President Giscard 
d’Estaing and I - at different

-- have proposed the idea of a 
Marshall Plan in a new form for 
Africa. The problems there are

Why not talk about it? Is there 
nothing for us to deliberate 
about?

By BRUNO KRE1SKY 
Chancellor of Austria 
VIENNA - Democracy has 
one great strength and many

Were we to succeed in fully 
integrating the relevant political 
ideas in the democracies we 
would be in a m uch more ad­ 
vantageous position when we

We experienced 
this before last year's summit in 
Helsinki, and we now feel it with 
particular intensity before the 
planned sum m it in Belgrade. 
The problem is not that we have

The goal would be to 
have a clearing house where the 
political intelligence and the 
political talent which exist in the 
democracies are put to use; 
w here,

frankness, we could deliberate 
about the contribution which the 
democratic nations can m ake to 
an active policy of detente.

We do not propose a new 
organization There is the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
but only 13 European nations are 
m em bers of NATO We have the 
E uropean

munity and it again has only 
nine mem bers. 
But we have the Council of 
Europe, 
the 
forum 
of 
the 
European democracies which 
consists of 18 m em bers with two 
new potenUal m em bers at its 
doors. 
Spain, 
if

democratic, will also find her 


way into the organization. The 
Council of Europe in turn has the 
least developed organizational 
structure. But again, we do not 
want to suggest the creation of 
new bodies or organizations 
We only want one thing. When

JEFFERSO N CITY — The 
number of parents seeking care 
for their children on a regular 
basis has increased significantly 
over the past ten years. Working 
mothers and single parent 
families are the main reasons 
for the incresase.

Day care, according to the 
Divison of Family Service’s day 
care licensing unit, is defined as 
the care, supervision and 
guidance of 
a child unac­ 
companied by parent on a 
regular basis, for periods of less 
ban 24 hours per day, in a place 
)ther than the child’s own home. 
Parents need to be selective in 
choosing a care facility which 
oest meets their child’s needs. 


“Children should be in an 
environment which nurtures 
and enhances emotional and 
intellectual development,” said 
Pauline Adams, supervisor of 
the Missouri day care licensing 
unit. 
Ms. 
Adams believes that 
emotional and mental stability 
and encouragement through 
individual attention at an early 
age is important. Regular and 
competent staff helps to en­ 
courage trust and stability 
within 
children. 
“ Self 
development 
and 
scholastic 
achievement are rooted in the 
child's emotional stability and 
belief in his-her potential,” said 
Ms. Adams. 
The Division of Family Ser­ 
vices' day care licensing., unit 


helps to assure parents of 
quality day care and the safe 
guarding of their children. The 
unit licenses day care facilities 
which fulfill state safety, health, 
staffing ratio, and competence 
regulations. 
During 
inspection, 
the 
licensing unit looks for adequate 
playground space with grassy 
and concrete areas, cleanliness, 
nutritious meals, examines the 
variety 
and type of 
daily 
programs 
and checks on 
fulfillment of other regulations. 
Not all day care facilities are 
licensed. Therefore, it is im­ 
portant for the parent to 
thoroughly 
investigate 
care 
facilities to insure proper en­ 
vironment, safety, and care of 
their child. Parents should call 
their local Family Services 
Division or day care licensing 
unit for a list of local licensed 
care facilities. 
Trusting children to the care 
of unfamiliar, unlicensed and 
under-staffed care facilities has 
led to child abuse, health and 
safety hazards. 
A particular care facility may 
be excellent, but not appropriate 
for your child’s needs.

KANSAS CITY (AP) — The son of a Missouri 
soybean farmer walked into the office of Kansas 
City Royals Manager Whitey Herzog and shut 
the door. 
“I think I can help the team this year,” he said. 
“I don’t have any business in the minor 
leagues.” 
Herzog, just about to break spring training 
camp and begin his first full season as the Royals 
skipper, eyed the straightforward, muscular 23- 
year-old pitcher and reviewed the facts. True, 
Mark Littell’s right arm could throw flame. And 
true, in three seasons he had posted a team 
record 32 victories at the Omaha farm club. 
But spring practice, crucial to young players 
untested at the major league level, had been cut 
short by the impasse over the reserve clause. 
And could the confident farm boy, who always 
had been a starter, adjust to the bullpen? That 
appeared to be the only spot open for him. 
‘‘You bet I can,” Littell assured him. In the 
next moment, in that room in Fort Myers, Fla., 
Whitey Herzog made the kind of decision upon 
which championships are built. 
Wednesday night, Littell, a most happy young 
man these days, preserved Kansas City’s 4-2 
victory over Minnesota by checking the Twins on 
one hit and one run in three and twothirds in­ 
nings. He has been one of the most intimidating, 
effective relievers in the American League this 
year and he is a major reason the Royals are 10 
games in first place in the western division. He 
has eleven saves, a 6-3 record, and an earned run 
average which all year has been below 3.00. 
Going into the Minnesota contest he had given up 


just two earned runs in 24.2 innings for an eye­ 
catching 0.73 ERA. 
He’s even developed a fondness for the 
bullpen. 
‘‘It’s challenging,” he said, “and kind of habit- 
forming. I’ve gotten to where I enjoy coming in 
with men on base. I really love to do that.”

Stones breaks own high jump record 


PHILADELPHIA

- 
The world high jump record is 
7 feet 7V4 inches today, thanks 
to Dwight Stones’ confidence in 
himself, but he’s looking to­ 
ward even higher things despite 
not having the Olympic gold 
medal. 
When the 22-year-old senior 
at Long Beach State upped his 
own world mark Wednesday 
night at the Philadelphia Bicen­ 
tennial Meet of Champions, he 
reaffirmed his status as No. l 
high jumper in the world — a 
fact he never doubted despite 
his third-place finish in the 
Olympics only four days ear­ 
lier. 
In fact, his warmup shirt, a 
gift 
from 
a 
friend, 
said: 
“Stones and (a picture of Mick­ 
ey Mouse) are No. 1.” 
“There’s no such thing as too 
much self-confidence,” said the 
exuberant Stones as he signed 
autographs 
for 
hundreds 
of 
kids. “It’s what you do with it 
that counts.” 
Some called him arrogant 
when he predicted two weeks 
before the NCAA Champion­ 
ships here exactly two months 
ago that he’d set 
a world 
record. He then held the old 


mark at 7-6V2. 
When he leaped 7-7 to win the 
NCAA meet, those who had 
used the word “arrogance” in 
describing him were silent, but 
when Stones publicly criticized 
French-Canadians and Olympic 
organizers 
in Montreal, 
the 
word began to pop up again, 
much to his dismay. 
He showed his mastery by 
clearing 7-7V4 on his first at­ 
tempt and he wound up the 
night with only one miss in nine 
jumps. 
Later, when John Walker of 
New Zealand won the first race 
in the Dream Mile Triple de­ 
spite a touch of the flu, a crowd 
of 13,722 went crazy, but not as 
crazy as they might have. 
Again, to the displeasure of 
the crowd and promoters Dan 
Shedrick and Rocky Aoki, Fil­ 
bert Bayi of Tanzania didn’t 
show up, even though he was 
expected. 
Bayi and Walker, 
considered the top two middle 
distance runners in the world, 
have met just twice, the last 
time in January 1974. 
They have been prevented 
from meeting because of the 
unhappiness of Bayi’s nation 
over New Zealand’s sports ties 


with segregationist South Af­ 
rica. 
The 
political 
dispute 
wrecked 
an 
Olympic 
con­ 
frontation and may also subma­ 
rine the other two races of the 
Dream Mile Triple. 
“We may have to scrap plans 
for the m ile in the next m eet,” 
said Shedrick. “The runners 
may move up to 5,000 meters if 
Bayi doesn’t show.” 
The Nos. 2 and 3 races in the 
Triple are to be at Oslo, Nor­ 
way, on Sept. 4-5 and on Sept. 
18 in Helsinki, Finland. 
Walker, 
fighting 
the 
flu, 
closed quickly in the somewhat 
slow race to win in 3:56.2, far 
off his own world mark of 
3:49.4. 
But Walker said 
he 
wasn’t too worried about losing 
to Paul-Heinz Wellman of West 


Germany or his Kiwi coun­ 
tryman, Rod Dixon. 
“I’ve been on antibiotics for 
three days,” said Walker, win­ 
ner of the gold medal in the 
OLympic Games 1,500 last Sat­ 
urday, the same day Stones 
“failed.” “If I was going to 
lose, today was the time.” 
If the pace had been any fas­ 
ter than the 3:01.5 it was for 
the first three laps, the winner 
might have been the fast-clos­ 
ing Dixon.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
would like to know if 
Hodgkin’s disease or cancer 
of the lymph nodes is con­ 
tagious? A few magazine ar­ 
ticles say it is and it starts 
with a sore throat that per­ 
sists even after treatment. 
DEAR READER - There 
are a lot of scientists who 
would like a definite answer to 
that question. The truth is the 
cause of Hodgkin’s disease 
has not been definitely es­ 
tablished. From time to time 
it has been thought to be caus­ 
ed by a virus, bacteria or 
other infectious agent, but 
further studies have never 
proved this to be the case. 
There are some puzzling 
features, including the oc­ 
casional cases of involvement 
of more than one family 
member (but who is to say 
whether that is from some en­ 
vironmental factor or an 
hereditary predisposition) 
and more recently a chain of 
close contacts. Despite these 
widely reported m edical 
mysteries, none of these in­ 
teresting observations permit 
the type of statistical analysis 
that gives a definite answer. 
The problem is more dif­ 
ficult because infectious 
agents may appear as secon­ 
dary invaders of the person 
who already has Hodgkin’s 
disease. 
The magazine articles you 
have read are no doubt in­ 
teresting but either the ar­ 
ticles or your interpretation of 
them is out of focus with the 
facts. Hodgkin’s disease does 
not start with a sore throat. 
Many cases have no symp­ 
toms at all and are first found 
because of the enlarging 
lymph nodes. Others have a 
much more typical infectious 
presentation with fever and 
night sweats. Since diseases 
that compromise the body’s 
natural defenses make people 
susceptible to infectious dis­ 
eases, of course some do have 
sore throats and other infec­ 
tions. That does not prove the 
cause of the Hodgkin’s disease 
or whether or not it, not the 
sore throat, is contagious. 
There are other interesting 
features of the disease. In the 
United States the frequency of 
Hodgkin's disease is greatest 
between ages 15 and 34 and 
then again in the over 50 age 
group. It affects males more 
than females. About 85 per 
cent of the children aged 10 or 
less with Hodgkin’s disease 


are males. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
would you consider the op­ 
timum temperature for a 
whirlpool bath? The athletic 
club to which I belong recent­ 
ly installed a large one but I 
find it too hot to be comfor­ 
table. Upon inquiry, I was told 
that the temperature of the 
bath was 105. I find myself 
wondering if there is any 
medical value in subjecting 
oneself to such a high 
temperature. 
DEAR READER - The op­ 
timum temperature depends 
on who it is optimum for. 
Some discreet inquiry un­ 
earths the point that other 
people find such high 
temperatures used in many 
health clubs uncomfortable. 
But the club benefits as people 
don’t stay in them too long and 
the whirlpool can then service 
more people. So it is an op­ 
timal temperature for the 
club — not its members. 
While heat relaxes muscles, 
sur face heat before it 
penetrates merely warms the 
skin or may even burn it. Wet 
bulb temperatures of more 
than 85 degrees Fahrenheit 
are uncomfortable and even 
unsafe for sustained physical 
activity. When you are in 
water you cannot get any 
benefit from vaporization to 
cool the body. As a result in­ 
ternal heat will build up fast if 
the water temperature is 
high. I see no reason for a 
whirlpool bath with a 
temperature in excess of body 
tem perature, 
specifically 
above 98 degrees.

This disease 
still a puzzle

D EA R DR. LA M B - I 
would like to know if 
Hodgkin's disease or cancer 
of the lymph nodes is con­ 
tagious9 A few magazine ar­ 
ticles say it is and it starts 
with a sore throat that per­ 
sists even after treatment 
DEAR REA D ER - There 
are a lot of scientists who 
would like a definite answer to 
that question The truth is the 
cause of Hodgkin's disease 
has not been definitely es­ 
tablished From time to time 
it has been thought to be caus­ 
ed by a virus, bacteria or 
other infectious agent, but 
further studies have never 
proved this to be the case 
There are some puzzling 
features, including the oc­ 
casional cases of involvement 
of more than one family 
member (but who is to say 
whether that is from some en­ 
vironmental factor or an 
hereditary predisposition) 
and more recently a chain of 
close contacts Despite these 
widely reported medical 
mysteries, none of these in­ 
teresting observations permit 
the type of statistical analysis 
that gives a definite answer. 
The problem is more dif­ 
ficult 
because 
infectious 
agents may appear as secon­ 
dary invaders of the person 
who already has Hodgkin's 
disease. 
The magazine articles you 
have read are no doubt in­ 
teresting but either the ar­ 
ticles or your interpretation of 
them is out of focus with the 
facts Hodgkin's disease does 
not start with a sore throat. 
Many cases have no symp­ 
toms at all and are first found 
because of the enlarging 
lymph nodes Others have a 
much more typical infectious 
presentation with fever and 
night sweats Since diseases 
that compromise the body’s 
natural defenses make people 
susceptible to infectious dis­ 
eases. of course some do have 
sore throats and other inf i t 
tions That does not prove the 
cause of the Hodgkin s disease 
or whether or not it, not the 
sore throat, is contagious 
There are other interesting 
features of the disease In the 
United States the frequency of 
Hodgkin's disease is greatest 
between ages 15 and 34 and 
then again in the over 50 age 
group It affects males more 
than females About 85 per 
cent of the children aged 10 or 
less with Hodgkin's disease 


are males. 
DEAR DR LAMB - What 
would you consider the op­ 
timum temperature for a 
whirlpool bath9 The athletic 
club to which I belong recent­ 
ly installed a large one but I 
find it too hot to be comfor­ 
table Upon inquiry, I was told 
that the temperature of the 
bath was 105 I find myself 
wondering if there is any 
medical value in subjecting 
oneself to such a high 
temperature 
DEAR REA D ER - The op­ 
timum temperature depends 
on who it is optimum for. 
Some discreet inquiry un­ 
earths the point that other 
people find such high 
temperatures used in many 
health clubs uncomfortable 
But the club benefits as people 
don't stay in them too long and 
the whirlpool can then service 
more people So it is an op­ 
timal temperature for the 
club — not its members 
While heat relaxes muscles, 
surface heat before it 
penetrates merely warms the 
skin or may even burn it Wet 
bulb temperatures of more 
than 85 degrees Fahrenheit 
are uncomfortable and even 
unsafe for sustained physical 
activity 
When you are in 
water you cannot get any 
benefit from vaporization to 
cool the body As a result in­ 
ternal heat will build up fast if 
the water temperature is 
high I see no reason for a 
whirlpool 
bath 
with a 
temperature in excess of body 
temperature, 
specifically 
above 98 degrees

Both investigations of the CIA 
program, which began in 1965 
and was known as MKULTRA 
and MKDELTA, suffered from 
a lack of information because 
the CIA destroyed most files on 
the program in 1973. 
The new documents were ob­ 
tained under foe Freedom of 
Information Act by the Center 


for National Security Studies, a 
liberal research and lobbying 
group concerned with foreign 
policy and national security. 
According to the newly re­ 
leased documents, foe technical 
services division of foe CIA 
contracted with officials of 
what was then known as the 
U.S. Bureau of Narcotics to 
have mind-influencing drugs 
tested on unwitting subjects. 
In one document, a CIA in­ 
spector general noted that foe 
CIA felt the drugs needed to be 
tested in “normal life settings.’’ 
That would allow a complete 
study of the drugs’ full capabi­ 
lities “to produce disabling or 


discrediting effects or to in­ 
crease the effectiveness of in­ 
terrogation of hostile subjects.” 
The inspector general’s re­ 
port said that under the deal 
with the narcotics bureau, the 
CIA financed foe operation and 
established “safehouses” where 
the narcotics agents could dis­ 
pense the drugs and record re­ 
actions by those who took 
them.
